Friend E m erson: 
In less than two hours we got from 
Northam pton to London, and as has 
been our luck in the past, we were 
saluted with a shower. 
As our bag­ 
gage had been checked to oui stopping 
place, we took the subway--a rather 
bold proceeding for strangers—but we 
arrived at our hotel w ithopt tho least 
trouble. 
Tho subway trains are of 
two kinds, steam aud electric, and 
consist ot first, second and third class 
cars. 
As the distance is not great, 
aud tbo seats as good as those in the 
New York subways, nearly eveiy one 
rides third class. 
The surface traffic 
is by cab or om nibus and motor bus. 
The busses are two deckers, and are 
a very convenient aud cheap way of 
getting around the city Fare is one 
to two ponce, accordiñg to distance. 
We had a map of the city, but the 
streets are so crooked, and the names 
change 
so often even if somewhat 
straight, that we gave it up and de­ 
pended on busses, aud wbeu on foot 
depended on bobbies or policemen, 
who are very polite, aud generally 
gave us the right inform ation, for 
even to them the crooked streets are 
sometimes too inncb. 
As our hotel 
was within live m inutes walk of the 
general pcstoffice we were within easy 
distance ot the principal Sights. 
The first was St. Pauls C athedral— 
an immense aud massive struoture— 
but not as fine inside as some we had 
seen. 
There are a num ber of fine 
tombs, among them being tbat of 
W ellington. 
We atended a morning 
and afternoon service on Sunday, and 
except for the singing the service is 
lost on the audienoe on account of the 
size of the building and distance of 
the m inister. 
The choir conisted of 
abont 75 voices—boys and men. 
W estminster Abbey Is the oldest and 
most interesting here. 
We got in 
ju st aH the m orning prayers began, so 
we had to wait as no one is allowed 
to meander around duriug services. 
As you probably know, there are all 
kinds ot people buried here kings, 
queens, 
dukes, 
princes, 
bishops, 
poets, etc. ,etc. 
For a sixpence you 
can see the last resting place of some 
very bloody villains aud their victims, 
all 
done by divine lig h t and the 
grace 
of God, and who are 
now 
buried 
as good Christians in 
the 
house ot the Lord, 
Strange, is it not? 
Nearby is the Parliam ent House, 
open only on Saturday to the public, 
so we were on naud that day. 
The 
fine room was the king’s robing room, 
where ho puts on his best clothes 
As he was not in when we called we 
passed through the Royal Uallery, 
in which aie some fine paintings, io 
the House of Lords, where we took 
seats and looked around wbile|restiug. 
But we can ’t describe everything in 
detail, so w ill say everything in the 
house is fine. A fter resting we passed 
through a lobby Into the P rinces’ 
room, then through another lobby 
into the House of Commons. 
Here 
there is no carved woodwork, and the 
seats are not so soft. 
You next pass 
down into W estm inster hall, where 
the old kings used to have high old 
tim es eating find drinking; and there 
is a brass plate in th e floor wheie one 
of them stood when he was sentenced 
to have his head chopped off. 
This 
ball has a fine carved oak ceiling 
w ithout 
supporting 
«olumns. 
Yon 
next pass down into the crypt and 
chapel, very fine with gilding and 
m arble, also has the finest baptismal 
font we have seen so far. 
This place 
was evidently designed as a handy 
resort for the lawmakers and law­ 
breakers to ease th eir guilty con­ 
sciences by prayer after a particular 
villainous piece of work. 
I t is not 
used much nowadays. 
We did not 
ask wby not. 
The main or Victoria 
to n er of the P artliam ent House is 
abont as large square and as high as 
the Call building in San Francisoo. 
Trafalgar 
square 
is a fine open 
place, witb tbe W ellington mouumeut. 
The 
National 
U allery of fine arts 
faces tbe square, so we went in and 
looked at the paintings, mostly by 
old masters. 
But we liked tbe Tate 
gallery on tbe shore of the Thames 
better, for hero all the pictures are 
by modern artists. 
We called at tbe 
Hank of Eugiand one morning. 
It 
has no windows on tbe street side. 
All the light is from inside courts. 
As wo entered the yard we saw a 
gentlem an who by bis grand cloak, 
cocked hat snd uniform we thought 
was the lord mayor. 
But he was 
only there to seo that^no one swiped 
tbe pavements. 
Everybdy inside was 
busy adding farthings, pence, sh il­ 
lings, pounds and guineas, and as 
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our credit was not good there we 
soon passed out to 
the 
Mansion 
house where the lord mayor is sup­ 
posed to reside. 
If we are not wrong 
the 
present one made his money 
m aking beer, and instead of building 
a church, got bis present job uud 
honor. 
Of coarse wo took in the Tower— 
a relio of bloody tim es and villain­ 
ies of tbe past, aud now used as bar­ 
racks 
for troops and incidentally 
extracting 
sixpences and shillings 
from sightseers, for which small sum 
you can see where they murdered 
children aud growu-ups—they hare 
engraved brass plates to show the 
exact sp o t—also where they chopped 
off the beads of queens and others, 
all by divine right. 
To make this 
place more attractive they have the 
crown jewels in one part aud the 
coronation robes of KiDg Edward VII 
by the gruce of Uod, and his queen in 
anthoer part of the tower. 
The whole 
show 
for a shilling a head, with 
shocks for the nervous aud museum 
of ancient weapons and arm or thrown 
in. 
The whole thing, with its h is­ 
tory, is as bad as Madam Toussard’s 
waxworks chamber of horrors, which, 
having such a wide reputation, we 
could not miss. 
Wo saw our presi­ 
dent done in wax, very life like. 
There was nothing special doing at 
the Crystal Palace the way we went 
out. but it is a fine place, with nice 
parks. 
Ht Jam es park is in front of 
the Buckingham palace. 
In tbe park 
is a statue of the gallant duke of 
*ork, 
who 
had 10,000 men. 
“ He 
marched them up the hill, and he 
marohed them down again. ” 
Every 
Englishm an knows that song. 
We 
did not go in the palace. 
H is B. H. 
was in the m ountains, so we merely 
left our card. 
We also visited the 
Homan C atholic cathedral of West­ 
m inster 
I t is built of hard burned 
brick, as the interior, only partly 
finished, is to be of m arble mosaics. 
The parts finished are ineed fine and 
when finished will be aa fine qud 
beautiful as anything In England. 
We also-visited a number of other 
churches here, also the Guildhall, 
where tbe council meets, and which 
was being made ready 
for 
some 
French govrnmeut visitors. 
The Horse Guards at W biehall look 
fine in their pipe-clayed'pants and 
saddles, with black boots, red coats 
and brass helm its on black horses. 
Nobody 
knows 
they 
guard, 
probably there have always been some 
there, so they keep it up. 
Went one nightjtosee “ Avalanche,” 
spectacular 
play, at the H ippo­ 
drom e. 
It was very realistic, with 
snow and water, and the men and 
women coming down tbe m ountain in 
the avalanche. 
The stores here, as in all large 
cities, are fa ll of fine goods, and 
prices are very little different than 
in Ban Francisco. 
If cny one tells 
you a shilling will go as far here as 
a dollar witb you, tell him to show 
you. 
While a t the Tower we asked 
one 
of 
the “ beefeaters,” 
as the 
special guard is called, why the name. 
He said at one tim e it was the cus­ 
tom of one of them to taste all tbe 
food before it went to the king for 
fear of poisoning by his friends or 
enemies. 
Now, instead of tasting the 
food, they guard the castle treasure, 
and look well fed. 
Now, after a week in .London we 
leave for “ gay Paree.” 
With best 
wishes to all.

Many mon who were employed in and 
around this once great mine 
have 
crossed to tho great unknown. 
Many 
ho was fam iliar with are no more-aud 
tbeir void must cast a gloom over the 
old man now, who was but in his 
prim e then. 
before the Plym outh mines were 
born Charlie Oreen as he was fam il­ 
iarly called was superintending tbe 
ditch tbat afterward became tbe pro­ 
perty of Hayward uud H orbart aud if 
I remember rigbtly they were bought 
from John O’Brien and the W ritter 
estate by McCarry and Co. of Sacra­ 
mento city. 
This was in 1870. 
The 
PaoiUc mine was then unknown. The 
Empire mine was then known oDly as 
the Uuopor mine. 
Prior to this in 
65 and 66 William Hooper faaiilarly 
known as Bill, worked the mine with 
a small orew of men and crushed his 
rock iu a ten stamp m ill, built 
upon Dry Creek, about 2 miles from 
the miue. 
The mine was found and 
owned by Edward L. Sim pson; at 
the start he sold out to Hooper and 
for a while Hooper made it pay, 
notw ithstanding the many disadvant­ 
ages ho was obliged 
to encounter. 
As depth was reached the the work 
becamejmore expensive and Hooper 
6hut down and went to Grass Valley 
when he “ blew iu ” bis acoumula- 
tious from the mine. 
Hooper dragg­ 
ed 
out a weary, unlucky and un­ 
eventful period, marked with many 
disappointm ents, finally he indaced 
Haywad aud H obart to take hold of 
the mine selling alm ost the entie pro­ 
perty tu them, and retaining only a 
very small share for himself. 
He be­ 
came superintendent of the mine and 
held the position until he sickened 
and died somewhere along in ’75. 
It 
was then that Charlie Green became 
superintendent of 
the mine which 
he held for a considerable 
length 
of tim e. 
,

Some tuoath ago Clarence K irtland 
drove into a hand of sheep a t night 
in tbe roiui near Diamond Springs 
where 
tbe border 
bad 
encamped. 
The sheep were lying in the road and 
springing 
up suddenly they fright­ 
ened the horse which ran away and 
caused some trouble or damage. 
The 
herder, named Seronda, was prosecu­ 
ted for misdemeanor in obstructing 
tbe public highway, was oonvicted 
before Justice A rrssm ith at El Dora 
do, and was fined 950 An appeal 
was taken to the Superior C oart 
This week Judge A rnot has render­ 
ed a decision refusing a new trial 
and affirming tbe judgm ent of the 
lower court. 
He expresses his con­ 
clusions as to the law in the follow­ 
ing language: 
“ Prim arily and of necessity the 
highways of the county are used for 
the passing and repassiug of the pub­ 
lic. Long continued use of a high 
way im properly can never ripen into 
a right to coutinue the same.

the highways as to afford little or 
no danger to the passing an repass­ 
ing of the public.” 
Tbe appeal was taken for tho parpóse 
of ascertaining whether sheep are ab- 
solntely prohibited from camping on 
the public highway. 
I t wonld seem 
that they are not absolutely debarred 
from tbe use of tbe highway, but if 
they camp tbe owner roust keep the 
road clear and ran his own risks if 
he obstructs the road, hinders travel, 
or canses damage.

VOLUME FIFTY T H R EE . 


W ith this issue the Ledger enters upon the fifty-thirc 


volume. 
Just fifty two years ago to a week the Ledger was 
launched into the newspaper world in the town of Volcano— 


at that time in the full tide of its prosperity as the most lib­ 


eral gold producer in the territory now com prising Am ador 


county, and the liveliest and most populous m ining camp 
hereabouts. 
T h e first num ber was issued October 27, 1855, 


with T ho m as H. Springer as proprietor and editor. 
It was 
a th in g of sm all dimensions in its beginning, following the 


course of nature in this respect, which has wisely ordained 


that everyth in g shall be little at its birth. It was then about 
one-half its present size. 
T h e election for the organiza­ 


tion of A m ador county had been held on ly three mouths 
before, and the infant governm ent has hardly got fairly start­ 
ed on its way.

M an perishes like the grass of the field, 
but ofttimes his works live on. 


T h e Ledger was born in times of great portent politically. 
The nation was treading |in the thorn y pathway that pre­ 


ceded its regeneration. 
Events were [m oving rapidly toward 


that m ig h ty crisis, the “ parting of the w ays,” in which the 


sword had to be unsheathed in defense of national unity, and 


for the maintenance of national honor. 
W h en the Ledger 


was first started it was an independent sheet. 
B u t those days 
of political stress and storm were such that newpapers, like 


individuals, had to ^declare themselves on one side or the 
other. 
T h e joiirnalistic doughfaces were universally e x ­ 


ecrated, as moral cowards should be whenever issues involv­ 
in g tremendous consquenees not o n ly to the United States 
as a nation, but to mankind generally, were being fought 


out to a finish in the arena of debate prior to the final arbit­ 
rament of war. 
T h o u g h an infant of days, the Ledger was 


not deficient in backbone. 
In the presidential cam paign of 


1856 it was not flat-footed in support of John C. Fremont, 
the pathfinder of California, and who was selected as the 


first standard-bearer of the republican part}’, to blaze the way 
for the glorious achievements that were then bidden in the 


fntnre, but soon to be accomplished. 
In the following L in ­ 
coln cam paign, when the issue had crystalized between a 
united country and 
secession, 
the Ledger espoused 
the 
union cause, and soon thereafter was found souarely in the 
republican fold. 
In the nearly half-century that has elapsed 
since the republican part}' became dominant in national 


affairs, this journal has never stumbled or faltered in its alle­ 


giance to the principles for which that party has contended, 
and the suprem acy of which has placed this nation pre-emi­ 
nent in the annals of the world. 


O f the fifty-two years of the L ed ger’s span of life, its 


present editor has held 
the reins for nearly twenty-four 


years— a much longer period than a n y of his predecessors. 
Mr. Springer, its founder, was identified with the paper for 


about eighteen consecutive years, or until he was elected 
state printer on the republican ticket, soon after which he 
sold the paper to R . M. B riggs and John A . E agou, who sold 
out to the present owner in 1875. 
F or over thirty-two years 


the writer has been associated with newspaper and editorial 
work in A m ador county. 
We m ay be pardoned for express­ 
ing the belief that the peoplejof A m ador county appreciate the 
course which the Ledger has consistently and persistently 
followed jn the discussion of local affairs, and which policy 


will be continued under the present management. T h e y have 
manifested their confience and approval by g iv in g it a gen­ 
erous support. 


W e believe there are a few still liv in g who have been 
identified with the Ledger as subscribers from the date of its 


birth in V olcano, or from the time of its removal to Jackson 
in 1857, ju s t fifty years ago. 
W e would be more than 


pleased to hear from these personally or by letter. 
It would 


certain ly furnish data for an interesting article if these old 
tim e patrons would su p ply us with the time and the circum ­ 
stances un der which they became enrolled upon the L edger’s 


subscription list. In some cases the original subscribers have 
traveled to their long home, but the m antle has descended 


upon their children or heirs. 
L et us hear from the few sur­ 
vivors, and m u tu ally in spirit celebrate the jubilee.

of plaintiff for tbe am ount 
p r a y e d for in b is c o m p la iD t. 
Tbe ap­ 
peal was upon q u e s tio n s ot law and 
fact aud the c a s e w as tr ie d de novo. 
Tbe aotion was to recover the sum 
ot $63.47 claimed to be balance due 
for hay furnished defendant at his 
special instance 
and request. 
The 
answer denies all tbe allegations of 
the complaint and sets up a counter 
claim alleging that plaintiff aud de­ 
fendant entered into an express con­ 
tract by tbe terms of which plaintiff 
was to deliver to defendant at Jack ­ 
son fifteen tons of bay at an agreed 
prico of $ 15 per ton; tbat be bad de­ 
livered 14770 pounds cf bay but refus­ 
ed to deliver the remaining 15,230 
pounds. 
That he had paid on ac­ 
count thereof $50, and was ready and 
willing to pay the balance of tbe pur­ 
chase price amounting to 3175. when­ 
ever plaintiff should deliver the re­ 
mainder of the fifteen tons of hay, 
and tbat by reason of tbe failure ot 
plainiff to deliver the fifteen tons 
defendant had been damaged to tbe 
extent of 863.07. 
The evidence at tbe trial showed 
that plaintiff agreed to sell to de­ 
fendant and defendant agree to pur­ 
chase from him from twelve to fifteen 
tons of hay at S15 per ton. 
There wa3 no agreement concern 
ing the mode of 
ascertaining 
the 
weight ot the hay; whether it was to 
be weighed or taken according to the 
weight marked on the tugs. 
Plaintiff hauled some hay that be 
had purchased at the Head ranch, to 
tho defendant’s barn and somo to 
the 
livory 
stable 
of 
O’Neil and 
Podesta in Jackson and hanled some 
trom bis own ranch to tbe livery 
stable. 
The livery stable proprietors 
weighed 
the 
hay. 
The hay from 
Head’s ranch weighed up to tho tag 
weight and was aocopted, but the hay 
from 
the 
McFarland 
ranch 
fell 
short an avergo of twenty pounds in 
each bale aud thoy refused to accept 
it at the tag weight. 
Plaintiff there­ 
upon told defendant the hay was fal­ 
ling away short of the tag weight and 
that unless he would accept it at tag 
weight he would not haul any moie. 
Defendant informed 
him that he 
would be willing to allow five or six 
pounds off on each bale but no more; 
plaintiff then refused to 
have any 
more. 
Defendant contends that this con­ 
stituted 
a breach of coutract 
aod 
bases bis conterclaim 
for 
damages 
upon it. 
The first mention of the manner of 
ascertaining tho weight of the hay 
was at this time, and therefore there 
could be no breach of a condition 
that was not. mentioned in the con­ 
tract and that had never existed. 
Defendant therefore bad no canse of 
counterclaim but further than this 
there 
was no evidence before 
the 
court that defendant bad any con 
tract with any one to sell hay that 
he had to fulfill. 
The evideuce shows that he procur­ 
ed bay elsewhere and sold it at an 
advaúco. 
At all eveuts there was no 
contract, to sell any given quantity of 
hay that either plaintiff or defendant 
could huve enforced against the othei. 
There leinaius 
but one point to 
consider, aud that is the amount of 
bslauce due plaiutiff lor the bay tbut 
was delivered. 
Plaintiff introduced evidence for 
the purpose of establisiug a general 
custom in this community to buy 
aud7sell hay by the tag weight, but 
the preponderance ot 
tbe evidence 
was largely against such a custom. 
If it proved any custom at all it 
was a custom to weigh a few bales ot 
each lot,and if the weight correspond­ 
ed with the tag weight to accept it; 
if it fell short to weigh the entiie 
lot oi arrange the difference by de­ 
ducting an agreed amount from the 
tag weight of each bale; 
The wit­ 
nesses nearly all testified that hay 
will lose by 
drying and handling 
Irom five to ten pounds to the bale. 
The 
testimony shows there were 
seventeen bales of tho hay from plain­ 
tiff’s ranch, and tbat these bales fell 
off 20 pounds per bale; allowing 5 
pounds per bale for shrinkage would 
leave a shortage of 15 pounds per 
bale, Or 255 pounds on the 17 bales, 
which at 815 per ton would amount 
to 81.91% or in rounds numbers to 
81.95,which deducted from the balance 
claimed by plaiutieff ot 863.47 would 
leave a balance due him of 861.52. 
It therefore follows that plaintiff is 
entitled to a judgment against the

The California Fish and Game Com­ 
missioners have otfered a reward of 
82U for each scalp or pelt of a Ciifor- 
nai lion or panther delivered at the 
offices 
of the Commission in San 
Francisco, accompanied by an affidavit 
taken before a magistrate specifying 
that the animal had been killed since 
October 1st, 1907, and stating the 
date 
and place of [killing 
of the 
aimal. 
This measure was decided upon in 
the interest of sportsmen and those 
engaged in cattle raising in Califor­ 
nia. 2 The Califonia lion and panther 
destroy all kinds of game, sheep, 
calves and colts, and are a menacu to 
ranchers in many sections of 
the 
state. 
While it was .difficult to in ­ 
duce a legislature to make appropria­ 
tions for bounties, the Commissioners 
deem it proper to apply a portion of 
tho money received for hunters’ lis- 
ceuses for that purpose. 
It requires 
patience and^skill to capture theCali- 
fornia lion or panther, and a rewaid 
of 820 will undoubtedly 
stimulato 
hunters and farmers to greater effort. 
The 
Commission 
will 
be glad to 
receive information and suggestions 
from those living in regions most 
infested by those animals, as to the 
best method of capturing them. 


Closes Down Work.

Clouds or damp air 
over head cut 
off or absorb this 
charge, 
though 
screens

influence. The electrifi­ 
cation is changing constantly, and 
striking variations precede wind and 
rain-storm , while especially violent 
ones indicate trem bling of the earth. 
The full moon produces sim ilar effect. 
The changes are barely observable at 
sea-level, probably on account of the 
electric dissipation by wator vapor, 
but at the Fic du M idi observatory 
they sometimes reach 40U volts per 
m iuute. 
This suggests an im portant 
now line of work for m ountain sta­ 
tions. 


A new era in British farm ing seems 
to be developing from the experim ents 
at the Cambridge UDiversty farm at 
Im piugtou. 
D uring the last eight 
years all known varieties of wheat 
have been collected, and, while most 
of them could not be acclim atized, a 
few have been selected for resistance 
to rust, good cropping capacity, free 
m illing quality, stiff straw, etc, and 
have been crossed with British wheats 
so sucessfully us to promise an im ­ 
mediate increase in value of ten per 
cent or more. 
Like improvement of 
barley aud other plants is anticipated. 
That lobsters are rigth-handed aud 
left-banded is a new discovery by Sir 
J. Crichton-Brown. 
About 19 per 
cent have sharp teeth .only on the 
right claw, but a few have those teeth 
on the left side. 
An example of a mechanical face 
is the chef, d ’oeuvre 
of Dr. De- 
laire, a French surgeon, and replaces 
a m an’s chin, part of the lower jaw 
and the whole of the upper jaw, part 
of the tongue, aud the entire nose, all 
of which had been blown away by the 
Academy of M edicine, the ingenious 
restoration appeared quite natural at 
a distance of ten or fifteen feet.

An upper lip and nose of paint­ 
ed rubber, with a false m ustache a t­ 
tached, form the fourth part, which 
is fixed by two small clasps to the 
upper dental piece and jaw.

THE LEDGER TAKES NEW FORM. 


The Ledger this week celebrates the anniversary of its 
birth by greeting its readers in larger size and more conve­ 
nient form. We have discarded the folio or four-page style 
for the quarto or eight-page form. The change increases the 
size of the paper materially. In its former shape the Ledger 
was printed on a sheet 26x40 inches, whereas the size now 
adopted demands a sheet 30x44 inches, the enlargement 
amounting to 180 square inches. The pages are smaller 
x5' 22 instead of 20x26 inches. The reduced size of page 
will be found m\ich handier, both for reader and advertiser, 
especially when it reaches the subscriber, as it is designed it 
shall do, cut and pasted. We have contemplated this im­ 
provement for some. Overy two years ago all necessary ma. 
chinery was purchased—Simplex typesetter, a larger and 
higher grade power press, folder and trimmer, and electric 
motors supplying the power—with that end in view. We 
were not able to see our way clear to make the change at 
that time, not being sufficiently versed in the management of 
the newly-installed machinery. Notwithstanding the increase 
in size the Ledger will continue to be printed entirely at 
home, remaining in this respect in a class by itself among the 
newspapers of Amador county. Under the present manage­ 
ment the Ledger has never resorted to the patent outside or 
or inside sheet. When it passed into other hands, it was for 
a time converted into a patent outside sheet, and so we found 
it upon our repurchase of the plant in 1901. But it there­ 
after remained such only a few weeks, or until we could 
make arrangements to revert back to the all-home-print plan. 
With the exception of the .Calaveras Prospect, there is not 
another paper published the same size as the Ledger on the 
all-home-print system in all the mother lode tier of counties. 
Beside enlarging the size, we have decided to reduce the 
Subscription price to $2 per year, if paid strictly in advance. 
W hile'the Ledger has been for many years the highest-priced 
paper in the county, it has easily held its position at the 
head of the list in bona fide circulation and the number of its 
readers. The subscription receipts published from month 
to month is a sufficient attestation of this statement. But we 
wish to increase the circulation, and offset any excuse on 
the ground of price. 
Every family and property-holder 
should have the Ledger as a regular weekly visitor. It will 
hereafter cost no more than any other of the county papers. 
Our clubbing rates with metropolitan and other journals— 
which we have found to be so popular a feature—will continue 
t?ie same as heretofore.

T. Adams of 
Dulntb, Allnn., and n Syndicate of 
capitalist residing near Chicago, and 
defendants are W. O. Manson, a Chi­ 
cago promoter, formerly of Now Vork 
A J. Jarmuth of Denver; the Cala­ 
veras California Mining Co, J. C. 
Campbell, William if. Metson and F. 
C. Drew, local attorneys; H. fi. Mc- 
Cninu, b'rank J. Soliosky and Frank 
E. Wehe, attornys; K. W. Wilson, 0. 
11. Oatmnn J. A. McKenzie and John 
A. Walls. 
There is no charge of fraud made 
against Campbell, Metson aud Drew. 
According to the complaint Manson 
entered an agreement with complain­ 
ants, claiming that he knew of a well 
paying 
mining 
property which, 
through his friend Jarmuth, could 
be bought for S250,000 and for the 
purchase of which he was to have 
300,1)01 commission. 
Mine is Bought. 
The mine was owned by Mrs. Cor­ 
dell ta Wright, whom he is alleged to 
have represented as a womun who 
wouid raise the prioe if approached 
by any other person than Jarmuth.

THE FINANCIAL FLURRY. 


The wave of financial distrust aud excitement that is now 
sweeping over the country is no more than what has been 
anticipated in financial circles for months past. It is the 
natural outcome of the trend of events. Hundreds of thou­ 
sands of persons who have money to invest decline to venture 
tinder existing conditions. 
Securities considered among 
the most stable have shrunk in value to an extent that has 
given birth to a universal feeling of distrust. Public confi­ 
dence is shaken, a panicky feeling has taken possession of the 
people, the timid retire their idle money into hiding, and the 
ordinary venturesome investor hesitates to let go under the 
impression that the tide of depression has not yet reached 
its flood. Big banking institutions in New York and else­ 
where have been forced to suspend; the national government 
has thrown millions of dollars to aid the banks; governors of 
states have declared a holiday season to avert the monetary 
drain. Meanwhile big enterprises are suspending, throwing 
thousands out of employment, thereby feeding the panicky 
situation. Of qourse, the apprehension of disaster is mainly 
groundless, but it exists, and how to restore confidence is the 
paramount question. We doubt whether the policy of declar­ 
ing public holidays, thereby hampering business, will aid in 
that direction. Meanwhile it is the hight of follow for persons 
to rush to the banks to withdraw their deposits. The exer­ 
cise of patience and sound judgment is the right way to meet a 
a crisis like this.

Walls, or from disposing of the reser­ 
voir site. 
It is further sought to recover the 
880,000 which it is alleged has been 
paid over and above the cost of the 
property, and the court is asked to 
order that the reservoir site be de­ 
livered to the company. 
Court Order Issued. 
Judge Van Fleet issued an order to 
show cause why an injunction should 
not be issued as prayed for and in 
the meantime granted a temporary 
restraining order against the defen 
dant Walls from assigning the note, 
aud against Campbell, xMetson, Drew, 
Oatman aud McKenzie from letting 
the note pass out of their hands.
